on horfeback, rode through all the ſtreets 
of Coventry, without any other covering 
than what a copious head of hair af- 
forded her. One man, inſtigated by cu- 
rioſity, peeped out of a window; and 
his impudence was immediately pu- 
niſhed with death. In memory of this

I know 


no being upon earth more to be pitied, 


than a man of ſenſe, genius, and educa- 


tion, reduced to the hard neceſſity of 


living merely by his wits. His humour 
and pleaſantry may often obtain him ad- 
mittance to the table of the great; but 


when there, he muſt keep up the mirth 
of the company, tell a good ſtory, in- 


troduce a brilliant anecdote, ſay a thou- 
ſand ſmart things, join in the laugh— 


when, perhaps, his heart is rent with 
anguiſh, and the elegant repaſt his hu- 
morous talents have procured him, is 


rendered taſteleſs by the reflection, that 


an amiable wife, or a family of helpleſs 
children, have been ſtarving at home, 
with- 
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without his genius being able to procure 
them a ſingle comfort, or neceſſary ac- 


commodation. To write for bread, muſt 

be the hardeſt, the moſt precarious, and 
| laborious way of earning a livelihood. 
If, therefore, you have genius, depend 
not ſolely upon it for your ſupport: if 
you have wit, rely not upon it for ſub- 
ſiſtence; reſerve them for the amuſe- 
ment of your leiſure hours. But you 
muſt fix upon ſomething more ſubſtan- 


tial and ſecure, for making your pro- 


greſs in the world. Wit is a dangerous 
weapon in unſkilful hands —it creates 
many enemies. If you ſay a good thing 
at the expence of a friend, you may de- 


pend on his becoming a foe. Never, 
therefore, venture to be witty at any 


one's coſt. True wit may ſhew its bril- 
liancy, without having any perſonal ob- 
ject in view, or ſending any to their pil- 
low with hearts aching at our ſatirical 
talents. Folly and vice will afford ſuf- 
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Seien ſubjects for wit to play upon, 


without having recourſe to real charac. 
ters, or perſonal imperfections. 
If you have Genius, employ it for the 
benefit of others; but (as I before ob- 
ſerved) depend not on it as your ſole or 
dernier reſort. Nothing is ſo vague and 
uncertain as Fame. Its loudeſt trum-

People who are 


fond of hearing themſelves, have but 


few opportunities of improving from 


the converſation of others; and' though 


ny; weary their hearers, they will not

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be prevailed upon to believe it poſſible. 
To talk much and well, requires a 
ſound judgment, retentive memory, and 
good underſtanding, with a vaſt com- 
mand of temper: for be aſſured, if 
you talk much, you will meet with 
many ſevere attacks for the innovation 
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you are making on the n nn 


and pleaſuę of others. 


Another ridiculous folly which tha 


love of talking makes many people fall 
into, is telling marvellous and impro- 
bable ſtories; which, by being often re- 


peated, grows tireſome, and frequently

brings a reproach on the perſon's vera- 


city. Some, indeed, have the happy art 
of telling a ſtory well, and by the in- 
troduction of a good anecdote, or witty 
bon mot, will ſet the table in a roar. | 
But where one ſucceeds in this way 
many will fail, and find their endea- 


vours to amuſe repaid with a yawn or a 
dead filence. This is often owing to a

ner, or by the improper introduction 
of a number of uſeleſs and unneceſſary 
words : never attempt being witty by 
deſign, leſt you meet with as ſevere a 
retort, as that given by Dean Swift to 
a young gentleman; who, on hearing 
that bright genius, by his wit and 
pleaſantry, enliven and produce the 
moſt violent burſts of laughter from 
his companions, ſtarted up on a ſud- 
den, and, addreſſing the Dean You 
muſt know, Sir, ſaid he, J have a 

great mind to ſet up for a wit my- 
* ſelf,” — Have you ſo, young man? 
replied Swift; © then let me adviſe you 
to ſet down again. | 


Let me caution you againſt laugh- 


ing too much in company. Nothing 
ſerves to render any one more diſagree- 
able, than a perpetual giggling, with. 


out any viſible or ludicrous cauſe. It 


often excites the fears and apprehen- 


dan 
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mirth—a ſuſpicion, to which perhaps 
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fions of thoſe that are prefent, that 
they are the objects of your ill-timed 


may have given riſe. I have ſeen many 
worthy and fenfible people hurt in this 
way, by the unthinking levity of youth, 


who came out for amuſement, and 


were ſent home by folly, with the thorn 
of diſcontent rankling in their boſoms. 
A young gentleman, much addicted 


to laughing, happened to get into Swift's 
company ; and, having heard much of 


the Dean's pleaſantries, was upon the 


titter at every thing he faid. © Where 
is the jeſt?” ſaid one that was preſent. 


— There!" ſaid Swift, JEM 1 at the 


laughing gentleman. 


The following anecdote of the poet 
Racine, will ſerve more fully to con- 
vince you of the neceſſity not to at- 


tempt engroffing too much of the Con- 
verſation to yourſelves; ; let your abili-

and yet no body regards him: they

R actors. Inſtead of tiring people with 
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the recital of my works, 1 ſeldom 


mention them, and am contented if 1 
can entertain my viſitors with topics 


that are amuſing and agreeable. My 
talent is not to make them ſenſible 


8 that Jam a man of wit, but that they 
have wit themſelves. Thus, when you 


*ſeea nobleman paſs whole hours with 


me, you would be aſtoniſhed, if you 
: © were preſent, .to obſerve him fre- 
© quently leave me, without my hav- 


ing ſpoken four words; but, by de- 
« orees, I put him in the humour of 
* prattling, and he goes away, ſtill more 


« ſatisfied with himſelf than with me.” 


From this little - anecdote, of this 


: truly great and penetrating .man, the 


intelligent reader may learn, what all 


would wiſh to attain, the grand art 
of pleaſing. in Converſation; which- al- 
moſt wholly conſiſts in hearing much, 
ſpeaking little, and never attempting 
to e witty at any one expence.

the heart, reigns with more uncontroul- 


ed and arbitrary ſway than almoſt any 
other. —The love of gain, the deſire of 


being diſtinguiſhed for the abundance of 
1 dur 
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our riches, is the moſt inſatiable and 
unſatisfied of all unaccountable deſires, 
Tt is natural to ſuppoſe, that we ſhould 
be actuated to covet wealth, in order to 
procure ourſelves the comforts, conveni- 
encies, and indulgences of life; but 
with the ſordid it is far otherwiſe: he 
will toil early and late, and eat the 
bread of care; he is eager to obtain 
wealth, not to do good, not to diſpenſe 
and diſtribute it, in order to make his 
family and friends happy, but to con- 
ceal it from every eye but his own—to 
tell it over and then return it to the 
iron cheſt, which, like his own heart, 
is cloſed to all but one. The genial 
and intereſting ties of nature loſe their 
ſubduing influence on minds like theſe. 
Parents, children, friends, the cries of 
poverty, the lamentations of miſery, 
plead in vain, if gold is the boon re- 
queſted: and what is ſtill more myſte- 
rious and difficult to expound in this 
- 
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enigmatical humour, is, that in the 


midſt of unbounded plenty, the miſer 
will often be content to experience the 
miſeries of penury, and the humiliating 
appearance of neceſſitous indigence; 
and he finds a perpetual ſource for re- 
pining and diſcontent, from being ob- 


liged to datisfy the craving and neceſſary

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yet can never obtain. 
It is ſaid, that Sir George Caulfield, 


who was ſome time Chief Juſtice of the 
Court of King's Bench in Ireland, and 
who, it was reported, left his whole for- 


tune, which was immenſe, to his Majeſty, 
to enable him to carry on the American 


war, was one of the greateſt miſers ever 
Europe produced, Swift's famous Da- 
mer not excepted. He ſcarcely allow- 


ed himſelf the common neceſſaries of 


life: a breaſt of mutton, at a penny a 


pound, he eſteemed a treat, and made 
many complaints, when called upon to 


pay for it. He had a borough that re- 
turned two members, which he always 


ſold to the beſt bidder. In making the 
bargain, he likewiſe engaged to return 


the members without expence, for which 
he charged in hĩs eſtimate thirty pounds.

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and having gone through the formali-

Such characters as the above are

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cious will at times feel a ſudden and 


irreſiſtible impulſe of doing a generous 


action, either in a moment of ſelf con- 
demnation, or feeling, perhaps, a de- 


grading conſciouſneſs of their own 


meanneſs: they are urged by this mo- 


mentary fit of penitence to get rid, in 


ſome degree, of the ignominy of being 
ſtigmatized for oppreſſing the humble, 


and laying ſuch heavy burdens on thoſe 
ſo unfortunate as to be dependant on 
their bounty; they will even condeſcend 
to promiſe, with an appearance of can-

your ſouls to encounter the ſtorms of 
adverſity, in whatever ſhape they may 
aflail you.

- contrary misfortunes have defeated their 


purpoſe, and diſappointed ſchemes, 
cautiouſly planned and honeſtly exe- 
cuted, they can look back on their paſt 
lives without finding their burden en- 


creaſed by any ſelf reproaches; and the 


conſciouſneſs of having deſerved better 


ſucceſs, will in a great meaſure ſerve to 
reconcile them to their „ 


ments. 
Not ſo compoſedly will the flothful 
and imprudent be able to look back, 
and take a retroſpective view of the 
months and years which are gone, and 


gone for ever. The front of the picture 


will only ſerve to repreſent them as uſe- 
leſs members of ſociety, and the back 


ground of it, ſhew them in moſt de- 


grading colours the folly of which 
they have been guilty. Yet many of 


ſuch 22 cyphers are loud in their 


complaints 
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complaints againſt Providence, and the 
world, when, alas! only themſelves have 
been to blame. 

Man was made to perform an active 


part in the great drama of life, to en- 


counter difficulties and diſcouragements, 
and to be reſolute in his endeavours to 
conquer them. Life is too ſhort, and 
too valuable, to be ſpent in idle inactivi- 
ty, or in wayward repinings againſt the 
diſpenſations of Providence. Emulation 
ſhould excite our utmoſt endeavours to 
excel in whatever we undertake, Pru- 
dence direct our actions, Religion inſpire 
our ſouls with fortitude and reſignation, 
whilſt Patience, ſhould guide the reins

Gitionab horrors,” if Wenn 
awares, with all our imperfections un- 


corrected, our account unſettled, and 
our errors unrepented ? Neither deter, 


till your faculties are impaired, and 
your vigour decreaſed, your endea- 


yours to familiarize yourſelves with 
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that dreaded adverſary to whit 
you muſt ſubmit, and with whom it 
requires the ſoundeſt judgment, the 
ſtrongeſt reſolution, to be at all times

Tis undoubtedly an erroneous opi- 
nion, that only the wicked are intimi- 
dated, or feel any ſerious alarms at the 
approach of death. Many good people 
are unable to encounter thar king of 

terrors with the fortitude which might 

be expected from the rectitude and guilt- 
leſs tenor of their lives. The trying 

conflicts of a late celebrated and emi- 
nent writer, in his laſt moments, have 
fully proved the truth of this aſſertion: 
yet thoſe who ſmarted from the auſterity 
of his humour, and even his enemies 
will allow, that he was religious, tem- 
perate, charitable, juſt; and that the 
idea of having given pain to any one 
occaſioned him many uncomfortable 
moments; the ſhaft with which he had 
| wounded 
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wounded others often recoiling upon 


_ himſelf. But why need I call in any 
recent teſtimony to confirm this pain- 


ful truth, when the ſacred writings af- 
ford us ſuch undoubted authority, that 
to fear death has been the lot of man 
from the beginning of the world ? Even 
our bleſſed Saviour himſelf was not en- 


tirely exempt from this fear, when he 


called upon his Father in the following 
emphatical words: — © O my Father, 


« if it be poſſible, let this cup paſs from 


me: nevertheleſs, not as I will, but 
« as thou wilt.“ 
Perhaps it would be impencticnls 
for any arguments, however rational 
and perſuaſive, entirely to ſubdue this 


fear of dying, even in the moſt virtu- 
ous and exemplary characters: the re- 


lative and tender ties of nature, the 
various and intereſting duties annexed 
to them, the charms of affluence, the 
bleſſings and pleaſures which are pro- 


fuſely | 


: | 
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fuſely ſtrewn in the flowery path of 
many of our fellow-creatures, are the 
faſcinating chains which bind them to 
earth, the eaſy fetters to which they 
yield themſelves voluntary captives, and 
which even tempt them to wiſh the 
tremendous name of Eternity had ne- 
ver been pronounced, or that a leſs 
alarming guide than Death had been 
appointed to introduce them to its aw- 
ful and unknown confines. Alas! theſe 
diſtreſſing fears, theſe alarming doubts, 
more fully prove the inconſiſtency and 
frailty of our nature, and are convinc- 
ing teſtimonies how little we know our 
real intereſt.

What is this Death that we ſo much 
dread? A mere imaginary tyrant.— 
We may ſurely call ſleep his brother; 
yet we reſign ourſelves to ſleep with ſe- 
renity and compoſure, and, fond as 
we are of life, often ſacrifice a larger 
Portion of it than is needful for our re- 

 freſhment,, 
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freſhment, in this temporary kind of 


dying.

We often bring with us into the world 


the ſeeds of that diſeaſe which is to 
carry us out of it again. We may juſtly 
be ſaid to live by Death. The epicure 
is indebted to it, in a great meaſure, 
for the rarities and profuſion which de- 
corates his table, and pampers his taſte; 
and often, in the. very moments we 
moſt fear to die, we hazard the life we 
are anxious to preſerve, either in the 
purſuit of pleaſure, the indulgence of 
our appetites, or the gratification of 
our unruly paſſions. Yet, ſo ſtrange 
and inconſiſtent is the diſpoſition of us, 
puſillanimous, difcontented, wayward 
mortals, that when called upon to meet 
our dreaded adverſary, by a ſummons 
from our Maker, we tremble at the 
fiat, and anxiouſly wiſh it deferred to a 

more diſtant period. 
When 
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When we ſeriouſly fit down to recol- 
lect our beginning, and for what pur- 
poſe we were formed, why ſhould we 
be ſo unwilling to reſt on the boſom 
of our parent earth? When we take an 
impartial view of that world by which 
eur hearts are enſlaved, but in which 
we have ſo many dangers and ſtorms 
to encounter, and find ſo many of our 
deſigns, hopes and wiſhes diſappointed, 
in which even our very pleaſures are ſo 
dangerous, ſurely it will lead us to con- 
fider the grave as the harbour of peace, 

and Death as the friendly pilot who 
alone can ſteer our ſhattered bark into 
its ſafe and ſecure port. Beyond the 
| gloomy confines of the grave, what a 
delightful proſpect opens to our view! 
No pain, no ſorrow, no loſs of friends, 
no dread of poverty, and its numerous 
ills, no more to fear from our own er- 
ring nature! But an eternity of bliſs, 
in the ſociety of our God, our Re- 
deemer, 


deemer, and a hoſt of angels, with 
millions of our fellow creatures, be- 
come immortal, and rejoicing in each 


other's happineſs; whoſe pure and 
ſpotleſs. ſouls, having paſſed through 


the valley of Death, are ſecurely landed 
on that happy ſhore of everlaſting reſt,
